T H E DISCO\ ERY. 
'Phe discovery of the break was 


not made until 8 o ’clock this morn­ 


ing, w'hen breakfast was about to be 


served, 
and 
half 
an 
hour later 


Sheriff Porter was making the tele­ 


graph wires hot with descriptions 


of the fugitives, one batch of mes­ 
sages alone costing him $39. 
The three prisoners who escapcvi 
were confined in ceil No. 
3, 
the 
west 
one 
in 
the 
south 
tier. 
T h ey 
w'ere 
locked 
up 
at 
the 
usual 
hour 
last 
night, 
and 
nothing 
further 
was 
heard 
from then until 3 o ’clock this morn­ 
ing, when Mike Davis asked for a 
drink of water and it was given him 
by Chas. Witcher, who is serving a 
short sentence for having disturbed 
the peace of his wife. 


HOW T H E Y DID IT. 
The escape was effected by util­ 
izing an iron rod one-half inch in 
diameter, which had been torn from 
the head of the bed, wdiere it held 
the slats in position. 
With this rod 
y ' 
a kuie was jabbed in the sheet-iron 
lloor and a piece of the iron twelve 
inches S(|uare chiseled out. 
Then 
a piece of the two inch pine floor 
beneath the sheet iron covering was 
also chiseled out, enabling the pris­ 
oners, by tight squeezing, 
to drop 
from the cell 
to 
ground, 
some 
twenty inches below the floor. 
This done, the men worked their 
way south in the open space under 
the floor some twelve feet to the 
foundation wall, of which they re­ 
moved a portion and then crawled 
through. 
This left 
them on the 
outside 
of 
the 
jail 
building 
proper, with only three feet of earth 
and the light east and west plank 
walk along the south side of the 
building between them and liberty. 
T o dig through the earth and raise 
the walk and crawl from beneath it 
required 
no 
great 
exertion, 
and 
an instant later the prisoneis were 
again free for the time being. 


T H E 'I'WO T R U S T IE S . 
All of the prisoners were confined 
in their cells except J. L. Kinney, a 
trusty, and (^has. Witcher. 
These 
two slept on top of the cells, and 
both heard 
Davis when he asked 
for a drink of water, about 3 o ’clock 
a. 111. 
They fix the time by stating 
that the westbound express train, 
due here at 3:15 a. m., passed along 
some fifteen or twenty minutes after 
Davis was 
given 
a drink. 
Both 
Kinney and Witcher maintain that 
they had not an intimation of the 
contemplated delivery, and at this 


writing there is no evidence to show 
that the contrary is the case. 


DID N O r 'I’AKE HORSES. 
The belief prevails that it was the 
original intention of the prisoners 
»0 escape on horses in the jail stable, 
but this was frustrated by the fact 
that new locks liad been put on the 
stable doors and the animals would 
havehail 
to 
been led through the 
yard and out of the front gate instead 
of going out the alley. T o have done 
tiiis would have aroused some mem­ 
ber ©f the sheriff’s household and 
given the whole thing away. 
Two 
blankets were found in the stable 
ready for a journey, but the 
new 
locks on the doors caused the pro­ 
gramme to be changed. 
It was 
possible, It is thought, for the fugi­ 
tives to have got out of town on 
the westbound Missouri Pacific ex­ 
press, and every point west of here 
was notified before 9 a. 
ni. 
of the 
delivery, 
and also 
points north, 
south and east. 


HAD J iEEN A T WORK A WEEK. 
The general belief is that Davis, 
Ashton and Wilkerson had been at 
work not less than a week on the 
job, 
as the only implement with 
which they had to work would not 
permit of rapid progress. 
Then, too, Ed. Shoemaker, who 
was brought here from the peniten­ 
tiary recently to be prosecuted for 
horse stealing, says that for the past 
three days none of the other pris­ 
oners were jiermitted to enter the 
cell occupied by the trio. 
Morgan Brown, colored, who was 
serving a sentence for a j>etit of­ 
fense, claims to have cverheard a 
conversation between Davis, A sh ­ 
ton and Wilkerson, in which they 
talked of the 
topography of the 
country between here and Spring­ 
field, and It is thought quite likely 
the fugitives have 
gone 
in 
that 
direction. 


D E S C R l i ’ l l O X OF THE MEN. 
Davis, the murderer, is about 27 
years old and weighs 160 or 
165 
pounds. 
His 
height is 
5 
feet 8 
inches and he wears a heavy brown 
moustache. 
He 
was 
attired 
in 
light brown pants, with a small dark 
stripe, black slouch hat; dark gra *, 
square-cut coat and congress gaiters. 
Davis was convicted last November 
of murder in the first degree in h av­ 
ing killed J. R. Nicholson, a neigh­ 
bor, near Holden, November iith , 
1891. 
He escaped to Arkansas,but 
was located, captured and returned 
to 
Warrensburg. 
The 
case 
was 
brought here on a change of venue, 
and Davis was convicted and sen­ 
tenced to be hanged January 
25th, 
but the case was appealed to the 
supreme court.

George Ashton, the forger, is 32 
or 33 years old and 5 feet 10 inches 
tall.

viewed him the first day of his in­ 
carceration, 
pronounced 
him 
a 
‘ ^smooth man” in the truest a ccep ­ 
tation of the term. 
If he proves to 
have been the leader of the plot no 
one will be surprised. 


T HE BURGLARY. 
Wm. O, Wilkerson, charged with 
burglary and larceny, is an ex-con- 
vict, 
he 
having . been 
sent 
from 
Johnson county for burglary. 
He 
IS about 33 years old and weighs in 
the neighborhood of 140 pounds. 
His hair is dark, and he has a small, 
dark moustache. 
He 
wore dark- 
brown cotton pantaloons, 
a white 
calico shirt, congress shoes, a dark- 
yellow sack coat and black slouch 
hat. 
It is that 
he 
once escaped 
from the Springfield jail and is an 
all-around bad man. 
H e was ar­ 
rested at Schell City for the Gentry 
burglary and returned to Sedalia by 
Constable Gossage.

K. 
church last night on “ The Problem 
of Our Second Century,” under the 
auspices of the IMissouri State Chau 
taiiqua assembly, and was welcomed 
by a magnificent audience. 
The distinguished “ statesman out 
of a jo b ” never appeared to better 
advantage, and during the 
i hour 
and 35 minutes that he spoke the 
undivided attention of the audience 
was his. 
T'here is but one Ingalls, and if 
his return to the LLiitcd States sen­ 
ate from the Sunfiovver state was left 
to the republicans of Missouri or 
the United States the lecture plat­ 
form would soon lose one 
of 
its 
ablest followers and best attractions. 
'The speaker was introduced 
to 
his audience by Rev. J. 
S. Myers, 
who paid the distinguished Kansan a 
glowing tribute, but the compliment 
was returned a few seconds later 
when the spare form of the senator, 
attired in black, 
with his 
Prince 
Albert tightly buttoned, came to a 
perpendicular 
and 
greeted 
the 
several hundred ladies and gentle­ 
men who sat before him. 
He won his audience completely 
by his comjjliraentary reference to 
to the beautiful Queen City, which 
he hoped to visit at no distant day, 
he said, when it was the capital of 
the state. 
A magnificent tribute was then 
paid to Missouri as a stale, it being 
pronounced the garden spot of the 
world in language most eloquent. 
The speaker then took up his sub­ 
ject, and if was presented in an en­ 
tertaining 
and 
masterly 
manner, 
calling forth liberal applause quite 
frequently. 
A synopsis of the gentleman’s re­ 
marks would 
not do him justice. 
His position throughout his lecture 
was that tlie people are responsible 
for the kind of a government under 
v/hich they live. 
It lies with them 
to place good or bad men in official 
position, 
and for this reason the 
model citizen never fails to exercise 
the right of suffrage. 
In the course of his remarks the 
senator advocated the granting of 
suffrage to women, which was de­ 
feated in Kansas, he said, because 
the women did not work for it. 
In regard 
to 
immigration, 
the 
senator thought it would be a bless­ 
ing to the United States if it was re­ 
stricted for a period of years, and 
he brought down the house by the 
announcement that if he had the 
enactment of the laws

and speak the English language.
